Yesterday, February 22, was the anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Washington. ’ 

Yesterday we learned of a further setback 
to our cause in North Africa. American troops, 
untried in battle, had been forced back again 
by the veterans of Marshal Rommel. 

That setback is but a small thing in the 
picture of the global war. It can have no per- 
manent effect upon the pattern of victory we 
have formed. It provides no logical ground 
for discouragement. At worst it can but delay 
the day when the. Axis shall be forced off its 
last African foothold and, by that delay, per- 
haps give Germany more time to strengthen 
her defense lines in the east and along the 
western European coast. 

Some few of us may, however, have been 
tempted to yield to a feeling of depression, of 
discouragement—yes, of fear—as we read that 
news dispatch from Africa. 

To those few ones of volatile spirit, the day 


should have brought new strength, new reso-. 


jution. It should inspire feelings of calm con- 
fidence based upon the knowledge that what- 
ever is needed for victory, American spirit and 
American strength can supply. 

All necessary is to remember the story of 
Washington and the men he led to victory in 
those days of long ago. We should see once 
again that well-known vision of Valley Forge 
and the winter enemy that was defeated by 
unshod, hungry, ragged men with nothing save 
faith to sustain them. 

The fortitude of Valley Forge and of all 
the recurrent crises in our history is our in- 
heritance and, when we look back to Ameri- 
cans of old, it should bring shame to us who

Yet, today, we realize that Russia, in that 
war, was only seeking territory necessary for 
her own defense against the coming German 
onslaught which, even then, Stalin realized was 
inevitable. 

The Finns have been forced by the Germans 
to fight for them against the Russians. Ger-

hesitated to use that position to force the 
Finns to fight. 

Now, however, that the Red armies are 
driving the Russians in rout all along the line, 
the Finns will be wise if they withdraw from 
the conflict by making a separate peace with 
Russia.

Not Yet the Truth 


German propaganda minister, Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, spoke over the Berlin radio, a day or 
two ago, to the people of Germany. He painted 
for them a gloomy picture of war, telling what 
he described as the “cruel truth.” 

That Germany's war outlook is gloomy is, 
of course, true. Her troops are on the brink of 
fatal disaster on the Russian front, her com- 
plete expulsion from Africa is inevitable and 
her leaders frantically guess from which points 
new attacks will next come. 

But to say that Goebbels told the German 


people the truth is to totally misinterpret his 


words. 

In the first place it is doubtful if a man 
who has for so many years prided himself on 
his mastery of the lie can ever tell the simple, 
unsullied truth. In the second place, the speech 
he claimed as truth was as packed with propa- 
gandist lies as have been all past Nazi out- 
pourings. 

The truth will not come to Germany until 
the gang of international criminals of whom 
Goebbels is one has been “liquidated” for all 
time. 

The Nazis are, of course, desperate. In their 
desperation they seek any argument which 
seems, to them, plausible to excuse their past 
dishonors, betrayals and brutalities. 

Goebbels again repeats that Berlin-created 
bugaboo of fantasy, that in fighting Russia 
the Germans altruistically strive to save all the 
world from Communism, 

Maybe the German people, or some of them, 
will swallow this poison. But none outside the 
lunatic fringe of fanatics will pay any heed 
to it, in the free, United Nations. It is but fresh 
outpouring of the foul falsities of the German 
propaganda machine.’ 

The German people are, in some senses, to 
be pitied. For they have been so misled that, 
not until after deep suffering and the cleansing 
by fire, can they be made, even potentially, 
receptive to the truth.

Europeans, particu- 
larly Germans and Italians, know 
ways of preserving vegetables and 
meat that might be very helpful 
here if our people could learn 
them overnight and, possibly, this 
summer under pressure of neces- 
sity we will. 


Certainly our 
people will turn 
to and produce 
garden food in 
gardens and other small 
plots, a gain which wont amount 
fo much against the greater loss 
if the farm industry doesn't get its 
men, but there are still millions 
of people who can’t raise as much 
as a scallion.

But if things are as bad as these 
rationing orders indicate, the peo- 
ple will make a mighty effort to 
play that violin, and we never can 
tell till we try.

ROMMEL’S SMASH American troops have been forced out 
of their mountain positions in Africa as 
Rommel’s battle-toughened soldiers made another break-through. 
_ Some persons object to the inexperienced American troops bee 
ing referred to as green troops. War correspondents with the troops 
in Africa so designated them in dispatches of 

Sunday and Monday. 

They are inexperienced. No matter how 
many maneuvers they have had: no matter how 
much training they may have received, they 
are inexperienced troops until they have been 
in battle. No man really is an experienced 
soldier until he has been under fire 

There is no criticism, direct or implied, in 
the statement, 

It means only that here were men 
relatively light equipment for use in fast 
trol work, Against them were thrown the heavy 
equipment of the German veterans, hardened 
and trained in two years of combat work. 

That enabled them to make the initial break 
through. Their huge tanks had too much fire 
power and too much armor (seven inches of 
it) to be halted in a direct attack. 

i That was the first phase. 

They then attacked the mountain positions. 

Heavy tanks don’t go into the mountains. 

What you have is experienced troops, case-hardened by two 
years of war and possessing the valuable “know-how” gained only 
in actual fighting, being able to infiltrate through new troops, 
Perhaps green isn’t the word. Nevertheless, that is what they are. 
But, one may be sure, the greenness is fading fast and this attack 
will be halted. 

Another mobile column, headed by 50 tanks, has struck through 
in another direction, threatening to cut a necessary supply line. 

That column merely illustrates another point. If it advances 
it, too, is in danger of being cut.

In this war no major victory has been achieved where there 
was not very real superiority. It was not until the English gained 
definite control of the air and superiority in tanks and numbers of 
men that thev drove Romme! out of Egypt into Tunisia, 

We must have a ceal superiority in Africa in men. 

Just what our superiority in planes and tanks are is not Known. 
It'mav be that ships have been sunk and that superiority ts not yet 
enough. 

Or, it may be that some plan of attack is unfolding and that 
Rommel, seeing it. is making a desperate bid to halt it. Commene- 
tators, on the air or in newspapers, who attempt to say what mis- 
takes we are making, are placing themselves in the position of au- 
thorities without any knowledge of what is going on in Africa 
except for the local attack by Rommel. 

We cannot announce our plans or 
strategical operation. 

Nor can we say whether or not we have enough tanks and 
planes until we have them. 

I would wager, for instance, that the sudden order freezing dried 
heans and peas and soup concentrates was caused by the sinking 
of several supply ships loaded with thousands of tons of them. 

We know that the recent meat shortage in New England was 
caused by the sinking of two large ships carrying thousands of tons 
of meat and that additional thousands of tons had to be gathered. 
The same thing happened on the coast. 

Whether it be tanks or planes or meat or the lowly dried bean, 
all have to go the long tedious route by séa. 


THE KEY TO THE ARCH We have got to get Germany out 


of Africa. Once we drive them 
out it will mean we quickly will gain control of the Mediterranean. 

When that control is gained it will mean that China will be 
supplied through India. 

A stronger China is necessary to Allied plans. 
key to the arch. 

So, it is not at all fantastic to sav that the battle for China is 
a very real part of the battle in Africa. 

This temporary setback of the American forces may have one 
healthful result | 

The coming of the hattle-toughened British Erghth Army, which 
was smashed in the fighting of a vear ago and which has fought 
back to victory, driving the Germans across 1,500 miles of desert 
into Tunisia, will help save our inexperienced troops. 

This will be a good thing for all of us. Especially will it be a 
good thing for those persons who have been trying to create dis- 
unity by saying the British have not done any fighting. The British 
casualty lists have been high. Thousands of them have died. 
Thousands more will die in Africa. 

It is England that has cleaned up the Germans and driven them 
into narrow, but heavily fortified Tunisia. The British Eighth 
Army 1s as tough and as experienced in the arts of war as are 
Rommel's men. 

We will drive the Germans out, but the English will have a 
hand in the driving. 

As the two armies come to grips with the Germans I hope it 
will serve as an example to the die-hards of this country and serve 
to demonstrate that our foe is the common foe and that all of us 
must join to beat him 

That means the civilians must fight as well. 

Buying bonds is fine. But it after all, 
paying dividends. 

All that is asked of us now in the way of sacrifice is a 
rationing. We can take it in stride.

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Any Nation Is Beaten When 


Soldiers Wont Obey 
Their Officers

Human nature, as it develops in a free land, has retarded our 
war effort more than is generally realized. 

Everybody understands that no organization can function effie 
ciently unless complete authority is vested in somebody. There 
must be a boss, vet. no free man enjoys being bossed. 

A certain Mr. Smith, appointed by the President, thinks he is 
boss of a bureau. He gives the orders he considers necessary. But 
Mr. Brown, another member of the bureau, considers a certain order 
wrong and refuses to comply with it. There is a quarrel and Mr. 
Brown goes to the President. 

He is a valuable man and the President needs him and likes him. 
He tells his story and the President, convinced that he is right, says 
to him: “All right, you go ahead and do it your way and I’ll make 
it right with Smith.” 

Smith’s pride is hurt, but an appeal to his patriotism and loyalty 
keeps him from resigning. His authority is. gone, however, for the 
story of his defeat gets around and everybody knows he can’t make 
his orders stick. 

Lack of authority has done more than any other factor to delay 
and ball up war work. Smith's bureau fails because he has the 
responsibility without the power to protect it. 

In another bureau, another kind of Mr. Smith is the rea! boss. 
Having built up a great industry, in which his word is law, he ex- 
pects to be obeyed. But the board has four other members, no less 
competent than Smith, and they also are accustomed to giving orders.

Editor Constitution: I am con- 
vinced that with a little construc- 
tive legislation a large percentage 
of potential juvenile 
can be apprehended and salvaged 


criminals. 

To begin with, every county 
should have a juvenile court and 
judge. 

Make it a declaration of juve- 
nile court law that any child who 
defies home discipline or leaves 
home or quits school, shall auto- 
matically become a ward of the 
court. 

It shall then be the duty of the 
court to investigate the case to de 
termine the underlying causes of 
such delinquency. 

Having custody of the child, the 
court shall direct the procedure 
for the correction of the delin 
quency, whether it be in the home, 
the school or in the natural bel- 
ligerency of the child. 

When 
failed to establish discipline, the 


factor in holding the child within 
escribed restrictions. 

In 
practically every potential crim- 
inal will be found. They will be 
those who are at faylt for the 
breakdown of home and _ school 
discipline and may be expected 
to carry their defiance to the ju- 
venile court as well.

For 
example, he added, the distilling 
industry “spent more than $35,- 
000,000 with the farmers last 
year.” He said repeal of prohibi- 
tion had helped to pull the farm- 
ers back to prosperity. 

Defends Store Men. 

As the representative of the 166 
liquor stores in Fulton county— 
stores which, said 3radley, sell 
more than 52 per cent of all the 
whisky sold in Georgia—he stated 
that he spoke for men who have 
“invested their life savings” in the 
enterprise, men who are respecta- 
ble, law-abiding citizens. 

D. N. Myer, of Atlanta, repre- 
senting liquor distributors, said 
that “what proponents of this bill 
ask is that you remove all control. 
Thirteen years of hijacking, bri- 
bery and corruption prove that 
you cannot prohibit.” 

He maintained that the liquor 
industry, rather than the dry 
groups, should be called a temper- 
ance organization because, through 
self-policing and educational ad- 
vertising, it has promoted mod- 
erate drinking. “It’s an entirely 
different business than in pre-pro- 
hibition days,” he said. “It’s clean 
and sanely conducted. No group 
is more temperate.”

The supreme commander-in- 
chief of the Russians declared that 
“in the most difficult winter con- 
ditions the Red army now is ad- 
vancing along a front of 1,500 
kilometers {about 900 miles) and 
everywhere is achieving success.” 

Axis satellite armies from Ru- 
mania, Italy, and Hungry have 
been completely smashed, he 
stated.

Gandhi as Aged 


Leader Sinks 


Hindu Weathers Sharp 
Crisis But Still May 
Die. 


NEW DELHI,“Feb. 22.—(/)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi became 
“progressively weaker” tonight on 
the 13th day of his fast after’ liv- 
ing through a sharp crisis yester- 
'day that left his old heart feebler 
for the remaining eight days of his 
greatest trial of endurance. 

To many it became increasingly 


evident that the Hindu spiritual 
leader of millions might die if he 
‘did not break the fast undertaken 
to force the British to release him 
unconditionally from his luxurious 
prison in the Aga Khan’s palace 
at Poona. 

As the crisis deepened, the gov- 
ernment of India published an 86- 
page White Book which amounted 
to a prosecution brief to fix the 
blame for an outbreak of violence 
which started after Gandhi had 
initiated a “non-violence” cam- 
paign to force the British to grant 
India immediate independence. 
Gandhi was arrested August 9. 

The White Book offered Gand- 
'hi’s own writings to support its 
contention that the 73-year-old 
leader and his All-India Congress 
‘political party intended and ex- 
pected violence to result from its 
movement—this at a time when 
| the Japanese army had overrun 
‘Burma to the eastern frontier of 
India. 

The book accused Gandhi of 
'agreeing that telegraph, telephone 
and railway lines could be de- 
stroyed in the spirit of non-vio- 
lence provided safeguards were 
taken to prevent loss of life. Two 
east Indian trunk railway lines 
were put out of action for some 
time by sabotage, the book said. 
Congress committees were charg- 
ed, moreover, with attempting to 
wean troops away from the Brit- 
ish and to discourage recruiting 
and war contributions. 

Gandhi was reported in the 
White Book as writing: “I don’t 
want rioting as a direct result (of 
mass action). If in spite of all 
precautions rioting does take 
place it cannot be helped.” 

Should Gandhi die, he would be- 
come a martyr to many of his 
followers. Concern has been ex- 
pressed that severe internal reper- 
cussions might result.

The onlooker watched Ellis’ efforts at bowling and then 
observed, “He’s a great Governor.” 

JUST AN OLD HAND. 

Chairman of the Cruiser Atlanta Committee, John L. 
Conner, whipped a couple of duckpins up the alleys and 
scattered the pins everywhere.
